XL. Obfervatkm upm Five antient Perfian Coins^ 
Jiruci in Paleftine,or Phoenicia, before the Dijhlution 
^the Perfian Empire. In a Letter to Mathew Maty^ 
M. D. Sec. R. S. from the Rev. John Swinton, 
B. D. F. R. S. Cufos Archivorum of the Vniverjity 
of Oxford, Member of the Academy degli Apatifti 
at Florence, and of the Etrufcan Academy of Cor- 
tona in Tufcany. 

S I R, 

Read June 20, rTp HE coins before me, as well as fe- 

,1 veral others fimilar to them, were 
undoubtedly Itruck, in fomc of the cities of Syria, 
Paleftine, or Phoenicia, before the redudlion of thofe 
provinces, and the conqueft of the Perfian empire, 
by Alexander the Great. This, if I am not mif- 
taken, was firft remarked by ( i) M. Baudelot j who 
has been lately followed herein by (2) M. I'Abb^ 
Barthelemy, and (3) M. Pellerin. 1 intirely agree 
whith all thofe learned men in what they have ad- 
vanced relative to thofe coins, and fhall now beg 
leave to fubmit a few curfory obfervations upon five of 
them (as the rubjeO: is extremely curious) to the con- 
deration of the Royal Society ; which may poflibly

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ferve to evince the truth of what has been o£Fered by 
thofe celebrated antiquaries, on this head, and fet 
this matter in the cleareft light. 

The firft of the medals to be confidered here (fee 
Tab. XIII. n. 1.) was given me fome years fince, by 
my worthy friend, the Reverend and learned Mr.. 
Thomas Crofts, late chaplain to the Britifh fadory at 
Aleppo, and formerly of Wadham College, Oxford ; 
who brought it with him to England, out of the Eaft^ 
On one fide we difcover Atergatis, Adergatis, or Der- 
ceto, taken by feveral learned (4) men, for the Dagon 
of Scripture, nearly as we find that pagan divinity 
defcribed (5) by Diodorus Siculus, and Lucian, with a 
pigeon before her, and a fifh in her right hand. On 
the other, we perceive a galley, or fmall veflel, on the 
fea, with rowers in it ; under which there apf ears a 
fea-horfe, or rather a fea-monfter, of a very parti- 
cular form. Near the face of Adergatis, the two 
Phoenician letters "^ 4f, MA, prefent themfelves 
to our view. The piece is in good confervation, 
having fuffercd very little from the injuries of time* 

That this filver medal muft have been anterior to 
the difiblution of the Perfian empire, we may fairly 
Golleft from the reverfe ; which agrees in every par- 
ticular, but the fea-horfe, with the reverfe of a Daric, 
that undoubtedly preceded the abovementioned event, 
and exhibits the very fame Phc^nician letters, with 
which it is adorned. Btit this will be rendered in- 
conteftable by a bare infpeaioB of the draught of that

referred to here. 

That this piece was ftruck at Afcalon, a very an- 
tient and celebrated city of Paleftine, there is, I 
think, little reafon to doubt, Dagon, or Atcrgatis^ 
was a deity of the Philiftines, to whom Afcalon ap- 
pertained, as we learn from (7) Scripture ; and there- 
fore may very naturally be fuppofed to have been 
worshiped there, as well as in the other principal 
cities belonging to that people. We are affured by 
(8) Diodorus Siculus, and Lucian, that Afcalon was 
famous for the worfhip of Atergatis, or Derceto, 
and the fuperb tern pie of that deity there. The 
coins of Afcalon (9) not infrequently exhibit Ater- 
gatis, with a pigeon, as here; pigeons (10), as well 
as fifhes, having been coniidered as facred animals, 
bearing a near relation to Atergatis, if not as objedrs 
<if religious worflbip, in that city. The reafon of 
this is given us in few words, by a (i i) very learned 
author, who fets the point here infifted on beyond 
difpute; I own, indeed, the divinity in queftion is 
faid to have had a temple at Hierapolis, and to have 
been worshiped there -, but this, according to the 
great (12) Mr. Selden, feems to be a miftake. Be- 
fides, the goddcfs of Hierapolis was worftiiped un- 
der (13) a human form, and not with the tail of a

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fifli, a^ Defceto is reprefented on the tmd^l I ata 
confidering. Nor do 1 remember ever to have feen 
Atergatis, or Derceto, in that form, or attended by a 
Ml and a pigeon, as on my medal, on any of the 
Hierapolitan coins. Laftly, I have a brafs medal of 
Afcalon (fee Tab.XIIL n. 2*), in my fmall eoUe^aion, 
with a galley, or little veflel, on the water, and rowers 
in it^ as we find exhibited by the piece before me> over 
which the two Greek letters AX plainly appear j which 
feems moft clearly to evince, at leaft the high proba- 
bility of, the point in view/ It muft therefort be 
allowed extremely probable, if not abfolutely certain, 
that the coin confidered here was ftrock at Afcalon^, 
though current throughout Syria, Paleftine, and 
Phoenicia/before the reduftion of thofe provinces by 
the arms of Alexander the Great 

As no chronological charafters on the piece in 
queftion prefent themfelves to our view, it will be 
extremely difficult, if not impra^iicable, to afcertain, 
with any precifion, the time when it firft appeared. 
However, 1 cannot help thinking it probable^ that 
the coin was ftruck about 351 years before the birth 
of Christ, when the (14) provinces of Paleftine 
and Phoenicia were fubdued by Artaxerxes Ochus, 
foon after they had revolted from him. The people 
of thofe provinces might then have ufed money 
fimilar, at leaft in fome refpefts, to that which was 
current in Perfia, either out of compliment to, or by 
the pofitive order of, that prince* This, I fay,, 
might not improbably have been the cafe ^ but that 
it really was fo, I muft not prefume abfolutely to 
affirm* Be this> however^ as it will,* a ckcumftance

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tvill occur, in the explication of the fourth medal to 
be confidered here, that will bring no fmall acceffion 
of ftrength to the notion I would now recommend 
to the attention of the learned worlds 

With regard to the two Phcenician letters exhi- 
bited by this coin, they feem either to form the 
word KD, MA, which in Phoenician not improbably 
denoted WATER, or the SEA, (15) as in Arabic, 
or to be the two firft elements of the word MAI VMA, 
in Syriac (16) fignifying likewife WATER, the 
name of the port and place of the magazine of naval 
flores, fuch a port and place having formerly apper- 
tained both to Afcalon(i7) and Gaza. For thofe 
two Phoenician letters, preferved on many medals, 
(18) can fcarce always be looked upon either as the 
whole or part of the proper name of the place where 
the coins were ftruck, as they feem firft to have ap- 
peared in different towns J though it muft be owned, 
that MAIVMA, as applied to the ports of Afcalon 
and Gaza, was ( 1 9) confidered as the proper name 
of a town, ere£led at a fmall diftance from each of 
thofe two cities. However, I (hould rather take the 
word MA to have denoted WATER, or THE SEA, 
as a fmall veffel on the fea is vifible on thefe coins, 
and the word MAIVMA, as applicable to the ports 
of Afcalon and Gaza, feems not to have (20) been 
ufed long before the time of Conftantine the Great :

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unlefs wc would fuppofe it to denote AN HVN- 
DRED, and to refer to fome remarkable occurrence, 
from whence the Perfians dated their computation oif 
time, in the days of Ochus, to us at prefent utterly 
iioknown. 

11. 

The fecond medal (fee Tab. XIIL n. 3.) I receiv-^ 
ed, as a prefent, from the Reverend and learned Mr. 
Crofts, who brought it with him from Syria, at the 
fame time that he gave me the firft. Atergatis, or Der- 
ceto, on this ill ver piece, holds a concha ^marina^ or fea- 
IheU, in her left hand ; but, in all other reipeds, it is fo 
fimilar to the former as fufficiently appears from the 
draughts of them both, that it may almoft, if not abfo- 
lutely, pafs for a duplicate of the fame coin. The piece, 
however, has been but indifferently preferved 1 io that 
without the affiftance of the medal already defcribed, 
it would have been of no great fer vice to the learned 
world. 

As the two Phoenician charaders, that occur on 
the firft medal, have been intirely defaced on this, by 
the injuries of time, I can offer nothing relative to 
them here. It may not, however, be improper to 
obferve,that neithef this nor the former medal has 
yet, as far as I can find, been ever communicated 
to the learned world. 



The third medal (fee Tab, XIIL n. 4.) is a very 
fmall filver piece, and was prefented to me by my 
worthy and learned friend, the Reverend Mr. Thomas 
Crofts, who brought it with the other two, above de- 
fcribed, out of the Eaft. The reverfe, which exhibits 
Ihe two Phoenician elements 1? l|f ^ MA, and a galley^ 
2 or 



or fmall vcltel, full of rowers, on the water, almoft in- 
tirely agrees with that of two Perfian Darics(2i), 
as will appear from an infpeftion of the draughts of 
them, in the plate here referred to. This indicates 
the piece to have been ftruck in Paleftine, orPhoe* 
nicia, before the diflblution of the Perfian empire, 
probably at the fame time that the two former firft 
appeared. On the other fide we obferve a laureated 
antient head, which I take to reprefent Jupiter 
Marnas, a deity worfhiped (22) at Gaza, a celebrated 
antient city, at no great diilance, 3 parafangs only, 
from Afcalons who might therefore probably have 
had divine honours paid him there, as well as at 
Gaza ; and confequently we may attribute the coin to 
either of thofe cities, though, on account of the head 
of Jupiter Marnas, Ifhould rather prefer Gaza, This, 
I %: appears to me extremely probable j but that 
either the laureated head really reprefents Jupiter 
Marnas, or the piece was certainly ftruck at Gaza, I 
muftby no means take upon me abfolutely to decide. 

If the head on this medal fhould not be imagined 
to point out Jupiter Marnas, the local deity wor- 
iliiped at Gaza, it may perhaps be fuppofed to re- 
prefent fome hero, or the founder of Afcalon, or 
Gaza. Be that, however, as it will, as either this 
very coin, or one exceedingly fimilar to it, has a place 
aifigned it in (23) Lord Pembroke's noble collection, 
it can fcarce be allowed to pafs for an ioedited coin,.

The fourth (fee Tab. XIIL n. 5.) is a fmall brafs 
medal, that may pafs for an inedited coin, though one 
not unlike it has been publiflied by M. Baadelot. 
On one fide a human figure, that probably repre- 
fen ts a king of Perfia, with a Perfian tiara on its head, 
in a triumphal car, drawn by two horfes, and driven 
by a fimilar figure, with a Perfian tiara likewife on 
its head, prefcnts itfelf to our view. On the other, a 
veffel navigated by rowers, refembling that exhibited 
by the three foregoing coins, may be clearly difcern- 
ed. The piece has been well preferved, and was 
undoubtedly anterior to the reduftion of Syria and 
Phoenicia by Alexander the Great. For that the 
perfon in the car is a Perfian, we may infer from the 
tiara on his head, which occurs on the heads of ieve- 
ral Perfian figures (24) in the ruins of Perfepolis j 
and that he was a royal perfonage, appears from 
hence, that the kings of Perfia only had their efligies 
impreft on the Perfian coins. It is true, fome of the 
figures in the ruins of Perfepolis are the produce of 
the Parthian times, and feveral of them even coeval 
with fome of the princes of the houfe of Salfan, 
and confequently of fl:ill a later date. But, notwith- 
ftanding this, the figures now in view were un- 
doubtedly Perfian, and fully evince the point they 
are brought to prove 5 but had they been Parthian, 
that would have made no alteration in the prefent 
cafe, as the Perfians and the Parthians ought to be 
confidered as one and the fame nation, and their 
attire as one and the fame.

That 
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That the piece then was ftruck in Paleftine, or 
Phoenicia, whilil under the domination of the 
Pcrfians, there is, I think, little reafon to doubt i 
though it may, perhaps, be not altogether fo eafy 
to afcertain, with any precifion, the time when it 
firft appeared. There is, however, one period, and 
one only, as I apprehend, in the Perfian hiftory, to 
which this may, with the ftrifteft propriety, be re- 
ferred ; and that is, immediately after the reduftion 
of Sidon, by Artaxerxes Ochus, when the Phoeni- 
cians, who had before entered into an alliance 
with Nedanebus, king of Egypt, and aflerted their 
independency^ made their (25) fubmiffion to him. 
This happened in the year of the Julian period 
4363, about 3.51 years before the (26) birth of 
Ghrift. That prince having then intirely fub- 
dued the Phoenicians, who had revolted from him, 
and reinforced his army with a body of looco 
Greeks, refumed his delign of invading Egypt ^ 
and, (27) after the furrender of Jericho, probably 
advanced at the liead of his forces to Afcalon and 
Gaza, through which he might have paffed, on his 
route to that country, though he feems to have un- 
dertaken the Egyptian expedition, or rather to have 
entered Egypt^ the following year^ Upon his arri*» 
val at Afcalon, he may naturally be fuppofed to have 
ftruck Tome of the pieces, at leaft, confidered here; and 
particularly that which is the prefent objed of my at- 
tention, with the reprefentation of a Perfian king, in a 
triumphal car, upon it For this muftfeem naturally to 
have announced the in tire redudion of Syria and 
Phoenicia, that had juft before fubmitted to him*

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As therefore the coins in queftion are found in (28), 
and come from, thofe parts of the Eaft; I would 
willingly flatter myfelf, that what is here advanced 
will meet with the approbation of the learned. 

There is one farther cireumftance relative to this 
coin, which muil not be omitted here. Over the 
Perfian monarch's head, at a fmall diftance from it, 
we may eafily difcover a kind of letter (29), not apper- 
taining, as it fhould feem, to the Phoenician alphabet 1 
which, as I apprehend, may be taken for an antient 
Perfic charafter. It not a little refembles that en* 
dued with the power of the fhort A, deduced from 
the Zend and Pazend, by (30) Dr. Hyde; as alfa

of all thofe places begin with an Ain^ not an Aleph^ and 
therefore the charafter in queftion cannot be fuppofed to have 
appertained to any of thofe names. Whereas Ardfliir, Ardfchir, 
or Artaxerxes, the name of the king, in whofe r^ign the coin 
feems to have been ftruck, has for its firft letter, an Aleph^ not 
an Ain\ and therefore the charafter on this piece may be pre- 
fumed, after what has been faid, to point at that name. And 
this will be rendered ftill more probable by the pofition of the 
Perfian charafter I am here conlidering. It is placed over the 
head of the great perfonage in the triumphal car, or rather almoft 
contiguous to the tiara with which it is covered. This appears 
to me almoft decifive in favour of what is here advanced. If 
any learned man, however, fhould diflfent from me in this par- 
ticular, I fliall not quarrel with him for adhering to his own 
opinion.

That the Perfians ufed the Affyrian letters in 
the days of Herodotus, we learn from that celebrated hiftorian. 
But, notwithftanding this, they might likewife have ufed other 
antient alphabetic charaSers, at leaft in fome part of the inter-

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two others belonging to two of the antient Perfian al- 
phabets publiflied by M» Anquetil du (j i ) Perron, to 
which he affigns the power of A. All which if 
we admits it may probably be confidered as the 

ral between the comtncncemem and the diffolution of the 
Peifian empire, if not throughout that interval. And that 
they had aftually then fuch charafters, the coin under confider- 
ation here gtfres us good reafon to believe. But we muft not 
pofitively affert this, uncc nothing certain or decifive, without the 
farther affiftance of antient coins, or other genuine monuments 
of antiquity, can be offered in fupport of fucb an opinion. 

The very learned M. la Croz^e, takes the antient letters of 
the Perfians, fo many fpecimens of which have been given us by 
Dr. Hyde, to have been originally deduced from the Syriac al- 
phabet. But this is by no means certain. That they arc, 
however, more antient than has been hitherto generally imagined, 
will be readily acknowledged, by all who admit the charafter in 
queftion to be one of the letters of the antient Pcrfic alphabet, 
as I am inclined to believe it is. But neither muft this be laid 
down as a faft, till it is confirmed by other antient coins, or by 
other authentic monuments of antiquity, that may be intirely 
depended upon.

In the preliminary 
difcourfe, or introduflion to which, he has been pleafed to abufe 
and ridicule two of the moft refpeftable members of our Univer- 
fity, as w^ell as me. This conduft is the more extraordinary, 
as, by his own account, the polite and friendly reception he met 
with from us, during the two days he refided in Oxford, towards 
the clofe of January, 1762, ought to have infpired him with fen- 
timents very different from thofe of hatred and averfion to the 
whole Englilh nation 1 which he, though greatly obliged to them 
both in the Eaft Indies and in England, difcovers in many parts 
of his firft volume. But I mean not at this time to recriminate. 
Nor indeed is there any need of a recrimination. His own ac- 
count of the treatment he met with at Oxford, from the gentle- 
men he has fo grofsly abufed, is a much feverer refieftion upon 
him than any thing I have faid, or could have faid, of him, here. 

Pn my prefent circumftanees it would be improper for me to 
charaderize his tranflation of the Zend-Avefta, as I might feem 
to be afted by too vindiaive a fpirit, if I delivered here my true 
fenthnents of it. But 1 would beg leave to recommend to the

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iniiialletter of AvdMr^ Ardfchir, or Artaxetxes, the 
name of the prince irn whofe reigti > ami by whofe 
command, the piece was ftruck. Thi^ if allowed. 
Will be an additional proof of the tfuth of what has 
been here advanced, relative to the tinae in which 
the medal firft appeared, as well as to the occafion 
of that appearance, hinted at abova It is certain, 
fuch initial letters fometimes reprefented the names of 
kings and great men amongft (32) the Greeks, who 
were neighbours to the Perfians, and were imitated 
by them in feveral particulars, even as early as the 
year wherein I believe this coin to have been ftruck* 
This obfervation will throw no inconfiderable light 
upon what I would now propoie to the cottfidcration 
of thofe that are the beft verfcd in this branch of 
literature, and render my elucidation of the medal 
before me, as well as of the others confidered here, 
not altogether unworthy the attention of the learned. 

V. 

The fifth medal ((ee Tab. XIII. n, 6.) is extremely 
fimilarto the fourth, but very ill preferved(33). The 

learned world the perufal of a little piece lately publifhed *, highly 
meriting their attention ; the ingenious author of which, a moft 
valuable member of our Univerfity, though a very young man, 
is at leaft a match for M. Anquetil, in the knowledge of the 
Arabic, Perfic, Turkilh, &c. languages, as well as other branches 
of oriental literature, and feems to have done him tolerable 
juftice, by giving us a clear and adequate idea of this performance. 
However, 1 may poffibly hdld him up to the public, in his proper 
colours, on fome future occaiion*

former. 
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former, however, differs from the latter in this^ that k 
exhibits a lacquey, or flave, as it ihould feem, following 
the triumphal can This renders itftill more probable, 
that the figure in that car was intended! to reprefcnt a 
perfon of the firft diftindion, or rather a Perfian 
monarch 4 Both of thefe coins have been hitherto 
tinpubli(!hed(34), though of medals fimilar to them, 
in conjun<9:ion with feverai others of the fame kind, 
one (35) of the moft valuable parts of Lord Pem- 
broke's ineftimable colledtion has been formed. 

If there were originally any charaders on the piece 
laft defcribed, they have all been effaced by the in- 
juries of time. From the fourth medal I have at- 
tempted to elucidate in this paper, it feems to appear, 
that certain antient Perfian letters, as well as Phc3e« 
nician, are fometimes handed down to us, by this 
fpecies of coins. A draught of one of them, in 
the (36) plate here referred to, may poffibly be 
thought, by fome, to bring a frefh acceffion of ftrength 
to fuch an opinion. 

Thus have I endeavoured to illuftrafe five very 
valuable antient coins, ftruck in Paleftiiie, or Phoe- 

by twohorfes, and followed by a lacquey, or flave, tn one fide, 
as here, attended by the Phoenician legend QQ ; which is niani- 

feftly equivalent to the three letters 31J^, ARC,the fecond charac- 
ter being a Phccnician monogram, formed ofRefch and Caph. On 
the other fide, we difcover a galley, navigated by rowers, and 
adorned with one of the Dii Patacl^ at the ftern* Over the galley, 
there appears a date j which may, perhaps, denote 203, or 213, 
if we fuppofe the charafler reprefenting Ten^ now defaced, to have 
originally occupied the chafm in the middle of the numerical 
charafters, though theaera to which this refers I cannot take upon 
me to afcertain. The letters Dlj?, ARC, evince the piece to have 
been ftruck at ARCA, or ARCE, a city of Phoenicia, between 
Byblus and HeliopoHs, called by the Greeks "'A/jx^, or ''Afxat, as 
we learn from Stephanus Byzantinus, Suph.

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nicia, before the time of Alexander the Great, al- 
moft intirely unnoticed by any other writer ^ and 
this purely in order to excite others of more learn- 
ing, greater abilities, and better verfed in thefe mat- 
ters, to confider with proper attention, and treat more 
copioufly, a very curious fubjea, hitherto but barely 
touched upon by the learned. And as the paper 
now fen. ?oa m^ no. improbably produce fucYan 
efFe£t, it may poffibly contribute to the farther ex- 
tenfion of the knowledge of antient medals, at leaft 
by introducing to future difcuffion feveral importaat 
points, relative to that fpecies of literature, at prefent 
utterly unknown. You will therefore excufe the
